Allen Blanton, commercial 
printing manager of the Daily 
Standard, told the club that the 
Standard has five presses, two 
offset and the remainder letter­ 
press. 
He said that in the letter­ 
press method printing is direct 
from type and that in the off­ 
set method the image is trans­ 
ferred to a blanket and the 
printing is from the blanket. 
He described hot and cold 
type composition and used ex­ 
hibits to explain. 
The Color 
King offset press used to print 
the newspaper and large com­ 
mercial printing orders has a 
capacity of 16 full size news­ 
paper pages and it can print 
in four colors in a single oper­ 
ation. 
Hot type is either composed 
one letter at a time or in single 
lines as on a linecasting ma­ 
chine. In cold type composition, 
Blanton said, the alphabet is on 
film disk in a contact print­ 
er. The desired letters are 
exposed in sequence and a pic­ 
ture is taken of the line with 
the machine which can be pasted 
on a page. This is how headlines 
and large type are composed. 
Smaller type is set by a 
process like typing and coded 
tape is fed into a machine 
which produces ]Bies of printed 
material in blai 
paper. These 1 
pasted on paper 
When printed matter is pasted 
on a page a photograph is tak­ 
en of it. Tie negative is ex­ 
posed to an offset plate. 
The Standard's camera can 
enlarge a picture up to 200 
per cent and reduce one up to 50 
per cent.

< practices are concerned in a strike. 
Loeb’s condescending attitude toward the union 
; may cause the printer’s union and the other 
. unions with which he deals to treat him more 
kindly in negotiations. There is no evidence 
that this will be the case. Unions have fought 
just as vigorously against their friends in man­ 
agement, who have been generally sympathetic 
to their point of view, as those who have

F mands by the printers union, which won’t permit 
| any automation unless they are paid in addi- 
I tion any financial benefits resulting from the use 
I of new printing methods. The newspapers cannot 
I win a strike under present conditions. 
( If his newspaper is struck Loeb will learn 
: quickly that he cannot hire any printers in

Most of us see 
only fragments of it — even

But it is clear that many more

tlefield conclusion. 
We are no longer a referee or 
an umpire in a foreign civU 
struggle.

MAO’S STRATEGY IN 
VIET NAM 
For a long time we were sup­ 
posed to believe that all the 
trouble in Viet Nam was the 
work of local rebels, the Viet 
Cong. Now it is admitted, and 
stressed even in official state­ 
ments, that what the Viet Cong 
seemed to be doing is really 
being done by North Viet Nam 
and its Red leader, Ho Chi Minh. 
The final step in getting at 
the truth is to recognize in 
turn that the real source of 
the strategy of the Viet Nam 
war, as well as its essential 
support, is Peking and Chair­ 
man Mao of Red China. 
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To see this clearly, U is only 
necessary to look at what is 
happening in the Viet Nam war 
and compare it with Mao’s own 
handbook of strategy, a series 
of lectures in 1938 later pub­ 
lished under the title, “ On the 
Protracted War.’» 
Mao’s strategy rejects the Idea 
of the quick decisive

In the ugly tactics of demon­ 
strations, hysterical denuncia­ 
tion of American policy, and 
vicious harassment of the fam­ 
ilies of Americans killed inac­ 
tion in Viet Nam, we see Mao’s 
strategy for his enemy’s home 
front working in the very heart 
of our own country.

But a cousin of the 
smiling little bpy you pat on the 
head this morning may blow up 
your billet tonight, 
There are no fixed lines as in 
previous wars. The enemy is 
before you, beside you, and be­ 
hind you. There is no absolute 
test to tell friend from foe. 
Our side holds the big cities; 
their side holds most of the 
countryside. But they have fifth 
columns in every cRy, and we 
Are trying to Infiltrate the land 
areas they run. 
Our side has all the necessary 
big weapons to win an orthodox 
war — from aircraft carriers to 
self-propelled guns. But they 
know better how and where and 
when to ambush us than we 
seem to know how, where and 
when to ambush them.

Some hold the war can never 
be won on the battlefield by 
either side, and that the only 
answer to military stalemate is 
diplomatic bargaining. 
Some 
hold that diplomatic 
compromise would only post­ 
pone the issue. They feel that 
after a pause of a few months 
or years the Viet Cong would 
take over political power they 
have 
been unable so far to 
achieve by ambush. 
This, in summary, is 
the 
present state of the war nobody 
knows the outcome of. 
But R is obvious that we can 
no longer win R with a check­ 
book alone. As scores of thou­ 
sands more U. S. troops make 
the long journey to Viet Nam, 
what they do there will bring 
home to us all the deepening 
price we must pay if we are to 
achieve our purpose in this 
mixed-up land. 


WASHINGTON — The news 
story that caused the sharpest 
flap over President Johnson’s 
press relations pertained to 
some general ideas of the late 
Adlai Stevenson regarding U. N. 
Article 19, which 
requires 
member nations to pay their 
dues or else lose their vote 
in the U. N. Assembly. 
Before the flap subsided, the 
President was accused by one 
newsman of a “pseudo-volcanic 
explosion" lasting “six solid 
hours" because some of the 
facts in his proposed San Fran-1 
cisco U. N. speech regarding* 
Article 19 had leaked to the 
press and he therefore changed 
it. 
The man who so accused him 
was my distinguished colleague, 
Joe Alsop. And the man respon­ 
sible for the alleged leak was 
another 
distinguished 
col­ 
league, James Reston of the 
New York Times. 
It is not unusual for presi­ 
dents to lose their tempers over 
news stories. I recall how Pres­ 
ident Hoover got so riled at the 
foreign dispatches of the Chi­ 
cago Dally News in 1930 that 
he called in its publisher, Col. 
Frank Knox, and demanded that 
his foreign editor, Paul Scott 
Mowrer, and his London cor­ 
respondent, Constantine Brown, 
be fired. Knox refused. 
In the same administration, 
Hoover’s 
Secretary of War, 
Patrick J. Hurley, paced the 
floor for half an hour scolding 
me because I reported that he 
practiced entrances to White 
House receptions before a mir­ 
ror. He boasted that he was 
going to get my job with the 
Baltimore Sun. Next week I 
was fired. 
If the present President of 
the United States did change his 
speech before the United Na­ 
tions at San Francisco 
as 
alleged by Alsop because Reston 
leaked it in advance; and if 
he also engaged in “six solid 
hours’* of a “pseudo-volcanic 
explosion," 
then the public 
ought to know the details, so 
I went to the highest sources 
to check them out. 
—CAUTIOUS LBJ— 
I found that sometime prior 
to the San Francisco speech 
commemorating 
the U. N.'s 
twentieth 
anniversary, some 
ideas for the speech were sent 
the 
White House by Harlan 
Cleveland, Assistant Secretary 
for U. N. Affairs, and members 
of his staff. They suggested 
that Johnson announce at San 
Francisco a modification 
of 
Article 19 so that peace-keep­ 
ing dues to the U. N. would 
be qn a voluntary, not a com­ 
pulsory. basis. Simultaneously 
the United States was to an­ 
nounce a voluntary contribution. 
Presidential reaction was cau­ 
tious. Johnson said he could not 
alter the American policy to­ 
ward Article 19 without con­ 
sulting the Congress and our 
NATO allies. 
“We've got to consult with 
Dirksen (the Republican sena­ 
tor from Illinois) who has gone 
along with us on a lot of things,*’ 
the President was quoted as 
telling his advisers. “ And we 
ought to talk to Bourke Hicken- 
looper, 
(Republican senator 
from Iowa) who has been very 
helpful regarding the loan to 
the United Nations. 
“You get Adlai Stevenson to 
come down and appear before 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee and tell them what 
he has in mind, and then we’ll 
see if we can work out a pro­ 
posal for the U. N. General 
Assembly in September," he 
was quoted as saying. “We 
can’t take this up in San Fran­ 
cisco." 
On June 20, John Pomfret, 
the New York Times correspon­ 
dent covering the White House, 
asked whether the President 
planned to speak on Article 19 
at San Francisco and was given 
a negative reply. Next day, 
Reston published a carefully 
worded report that President 
Johnson was “being strongly 
urged" to give up the fight 
to force U. N. members to pay 
for U. N. peace-keeping armies 
and to place the Viet Nam war 
before the U. N, Reston added 
that he was expected to do the 
first, not the second. 
Four days later Johnson spoke 
at 
San 
Francisco and did

neither. 
—ERRONEOUS FACTS— 
Ten days later, Alsop reported 
that Reston’s story had been 
greeted by “one of those out­ 
bursts of Johnsonian anger that 
sometimes make 
Washington 
nowadays seem like Captain 
Bligh’s Bounty." 
Alsop also reported that in 
order that no one “should know 
the President’s thought before 
its official disclosure,. . .the 
Secretary of State and one of 
his chief subordinates were kept 
at the White House until 2 a.m. 
one morning 
reworking the 
President’s U. N. anniversary 
speech." 
I was further informed on ex­ 
cellent authority that the Pres­ 
ident did not spend six hours 
ranting against the 
Reston 
column, but that he had been 
curious as to where Alsop got 
his 
facts and had asked the 
State Department about. 
He was informed that Alsop 
had spent considerable time 
trying to see the Secretary of 
State and Head of Central In­ 
telligence without success and 
seemed quite peeved about it. 
I was also informed that the 
material for the President’s 
speech came from the book of 
Barbara Ward, “ The Rich Na­ 
tions and the Poor Nations," 
which she had given to LBJ 
some months ago. Hie actual 
text of the speech, 80 per cent 
of it, was written seyeral weeks 
prior to San Francisae* 
44 * 
These are rather plckayunlsh 
molehills for the country to be 
concerned about compared with 
the legislative mountains 
of 
Medicare 
and Negro voting 
rights. Nevertheless, they seem 
to be what concerns many of 
our opinion makers today. 
—U. S.-JAPANESE CABINET 
TALKS— 
Japanese cabinet 
members 
didn't thumb their noses at the 
United States during the joint 
cabinet talks last week, but in 
a very polite and dignified way 
they came close to doing so. 
Hie Japanese were more in­ 
dependent, more adamant in 
opposing some American pol­ 
ices, and more aloof than our 
involvement in Viet Nam than at 
any time since the end of toe 
war. 
The meeting, even though nqt 
especially productive, was con­ 
sidered a healthy one, chiefly 
because 
it showed that ex­ 
enemies. now allies, could en­ 
gage in frank discussion. 
Two 
factors influenced the 
Japanese - American cabinet 
talks: 
1. The growth of Japanese Na­ 
tionalism. 
2. The disapproval of Amer­ 
ica's policy in North Viet Nam. 
Hie American embassy in 
Tokyo had reported some time 
before 
this that, as of last 
February, American popularity 
in Japan suddenly took a serious 
downward turn. Hie drop was 
associated 100 per cent with 
our policy of bombing North 
Viet Nam. 
Inasmuch as Japan was sub­ 
ject to bombardment itself dur­ 
ing the war, it could understand 
the reaction of the North Viet­ 
namese. Hie re was also a cer­ 
tain feeling of sympathy with 
another Asiatic country, cou­ 
pled with resentment against a 
country considered the most 
powerful nation in the world. 
While there was never any 
discussion of racial kinship with 
the Vietnamese as against the 
white citizens of the United 
States, nevertheless there had 
been an undertone. 
—JAPAN'S EXPERIENCE IN 
CHINA— 
Japanese officials 
have not 
been publicly critical of the 
United States over Viet Nam, 
but the Japanese people have. 
Privately, the Japanese cabinet 
members have argued with top 
American officials, pointing out 
that they are embarkedona“no 
win" policy in Viet Nam. 
“ We had the same experience 
in China," the Japanese have 
advised. “ The more we fought, 
the more we lost. You can’t 
Invade the Asiatic continent, 
especially a jungle area, and 
win. You're licked even before 
you start." 
Anti-American sentiment has 
become so strong that Ambas­ 
sador Edwin Reischauer. mar­ 
ried to the daughter of a former 


Japanese prime minister, and 
one of the most popular envoys 
the United States has even sent 
to Japan, has had to curtail 
his public speeches. 
During the Japanese - Amer­ 
ican cabinet talks, the Japanese 
made the following 
general 
points; 
A. They would have nothing 
to do with our policy in Viet 
Nam and definitely would not 
participate in economic aid for 
that area. 
B. The Japanese are delighted 
to participate in economic aid 
for the rest of Southeast Asia, 
especially 
Burma and 
the 
Philippines. They are not en­ 
thusiastic over getting involved 
with President Sukarno in Indo 
nesia. 
C. Japan was insistent that she 
get landing privileges in New 
York and the right to fly across 
the American continent. It was 
pointed out that Pan American 
Airways could not possibly fly 
around the world 
unless it 
landed In Tokyo, and that Japan 
would expect to have reciprocal 
rights in the United States. 
When 
American 
officials 
pointed out that the Italians 
asked for the same 
rights 
across the USA but were nied, 
the 
Japanese replied: “But 
Rome is not Tokyo. You can 
fly across Europe without land­ 
ing in Rome but you can’t fly 
across the North Pacific with­ 
out landing in'- Tokyo/’ 
8 
It was agreed that Japanese- 
American talks would be held to 
adjust this problem. 
CL The Japanese flatly refused 
to curtail their trade with Red 
China. In fact, they are pushing

Japan will support the 
United States in its policy to­ 
ward Nationalist China and is 
quite proud of its relations with 
Formosa, a former Japanese 
colony. 
F. 
Japan will continue its 
friendly relations with Korea 
and endeavor to improve them. 
The United States officially is 
not having anything to do with 
this, though On the Q. T. It 
has been helping both toe Japan­ 
ese and the Koreans to forget 
their old bitterness. 
Next to the hassle over air­ 
landing privileges, the biggest 
hassle was over fish; This is a 
relatively minor industry total­ 
ing only about eight to ten mil­ 
lion dollars a year. Hie fishing 
problem is still unsolved. 
At one point, President John­ 
son remarked to Sen. Warren 
Magnuson, D-Wash., chairman 
of the Senate Commerce Com­ 
mittee: “I better not invite you 
to the White House for lunch 
with the Japanese. You’ll get 
into an argument over fish." 
Magnuson was invited to lunch, 
but did not get into an argu­ 
ment. At one point, the Japan­ 
ese minister of transport re­ 
marked to him: “Fishing very 
good this year. Next year not 
so good." 
He referred to the fact the 
salmon catch was estimated at 
25 million pounds this year 
but went up to 38 million in­ 
stead. 
—U. S.-JAPANESE TRADE— 
Hie Japanese cabinet mem­ 
bers 
complained vigorously 
about growing American trade 
restrictions. American cabinet 
members countered that 28 per 
cent of all Japanese exports 
came to the United States, which 
is far greater than the 2.6 per 
cent of Japanese exports to Red 
China. 
Kt one point, Japanese de­ 
mands became so vigorous that 
Secretary Rusk gave this re­ 
minder: 
“You forget that Japanese 
prosperity is due in large part 
to the fact that you don’t have 
to spend any money on your 
defenses. 
Hie United States 
supplies your defense." 
Hie Japanese, who devoutly 
do not want another war, have 
been afraid that toe Johnson 
administration would escalate 
war in Viet Nam. They know 
this would mean 
retaliation 
against the No. 1 American 
base in the Northern Pacific 
Okinawa. 
If 
Okinawa were 
bombed, Japan would be dragged 
into World War m. 
This was the shadow which 
hung over the conference table 
in Washington last week.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Can 
you remember anything Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk ever 
said except for that "eyeball to 
eyeball" bit about the Cuban 
missile crisis? 
Probably not. And that in it- 
self is one of the best commen­ 
taries on how he runs his Job. 
He is one of the most anony­ 
mous secretaries of state this 
country ever had. He wants it 
that way. 
Nevertheless, for a man who 
says so little memorable or con­ 
troversial, it's odd how rumors 
keep popping up that President 
Johnson, who 
inherited him 
from President John F . Kenne­ 
dy, is going to replace him. 
There was one after Johnson 
won the presidency on his own 
in the 1964 élection. There were 
rum ors after that. Ib ere was 
one last week. There was anoth­ 
er, coming out of Congress, 
Monday. 
This one has Johnson appoint­ 
ing Rusk UJS. ambassador to 
the United Nations to succeed 
the late Adlai E . Stevenson, but 
if Johnson has any such thought 
he put him self in an awkward 
position to do anything about it. 
Last week, the day before 
Stevenson died, Johnson was 
asked about the rumor going 
around then that he planned to 
get rid of Rusk. The President 
told the questioner: 
" I think you do a great dam­ 
age and a great disservice to 
one of the most able and most 
competent and most dedicated 
men I have ever known, Secre­ 
tary Rusk. He sits to my right 
in the Cabinet room. He ranks 
first in Cabinet and he ranks 
first with m e." 
On the face of it that would 
seem the best piece of job in­ 
surance Rusk could get. Mon­ 
day's rumor had Secretary of 
Defense Robert S. McNamara 
succeeding Rusk if Rusk took 
Stevenson's place. 
But Johnson seems immense­ 
ly pleased with both men in the 
jobs 
they have. Only three 
weeks after taking office in 1963 
Johnson said of McNamara: 
This country never had an 
"abler or more dedicated sec- 


retary of defense and I have 
known them a ll." At another 
time Johnson said McNamara 
"represents the very best in 
Am erica." 
Since Rusk and McNamara 
get along, there's no apparent 
rivalry or bickering between 
them but there is a difference. 
McNamara, 
highly aggres­ 
sive, 
has antagonized some 
members of Congress, espe­ 
cially in wanting to save mon­ 
ey by shutting down government 
installations in some congres­ 
sional districts. 
His self-assurance irks some 
people, too. He says that when 
Kennedy gave him the defense 
job he chose an "active role 
providing aggressive leader­ 
ship" and it "represents my 
own philosophy 
of 
manage­ 
ment." 
He is an acknowledged whiz 
on facts, figures and managing 
the whole defense set-up. ft's a 
lot more difficult to make an 
appraisal of Rusk. Highly intel­ 
ligent, amazingly self-effacing, 
he almost always says the usu­ 
al. 


m s oest-remembered state­ 
ment came in talking about 
the head-on American-Russian 
showdown over Cuban m issiles 
in 1962. Rusk said the two coun­ 
tries were "eyeball to eyeball 
and I think the other fellow 
blinked." 
Rusk, 
unlike 
McNamara, 
avoids public clashes almost 
totally. Therefore, since he is 
obvious and usual in public, his 
great value to Johnson must 
come in his contributions behind 
closed doors. 
One thing is sure: he's calm 
and he is a m aster in his field of 
foreign affairs, which means 
he's an expert technician. This 
would seem to make him to or­ 
der for Johnson and Kennedy. 
Both insisted on doing the 
talking on big problems. Thus 
Rusk is a switch from his two 
most femous precedessors of 
the past 15 years: Secretaries of 
State Dean Acheson and John 
Foster Dulles. 
Both were always in hot water 
from talking.

S treet's cherished traditions is 
the summer rally. And this 
year even those who scoff at 
such things are watching the 
market closely for a sign of a 
sustained rally. 
Some brokers are hoping that 
the market’s recent steadying 
has made a foundation on which 
a measureable rally can be 
built. 
In their view the sharp break

STATE GOVERNMENT 
GROWTH REFLECTED 
BY BLUE BOOK 
Tie first official manual of 
the state of Missouri (com­ 
monly known as the Blue Book) 
appeared in 1878 and contained 
72 pages, which is about twice 
the number of pages found in 
the present edition's table of 
contents. 
Back then, however, the Blue 
Book was neither blue nor of­ 
ficial. It was compiled by Sec­ 
retary of State Michael K. Mc­ 
Grath but was published and 
sold as a private venture. The 
first editions even contained 
some advertising. 
Since that time, the number 
of state employes has grown 
by leaps and bounds and the 
Blue Book has kept pace. Hie 
1963-64 edition, containing well 
over 1,500 pages, had a print­ 
ing of 40,000 at a cost in ex­ 
cess of $4 each. Secretary of 
State James C. (Jimmy) Kirk­ 
patrick reports the latest count _ 
shows only 20 books left. 
During the last legislature, 
Kirkpatrick proposed publi­ 
cation of a condensed version 
(200 pages) which would cost 
less than 90 cents and would 
be made available to high school 
students studying Missouri gov­ 
ernment. Hie measure passed 
the House and ended up in the 
logjam of the Senate in the 
wanning days of the session. 
“We think this (the condensed 
version) would fulfill a definite 
need 
and result 
in wider 
knowledge of state government 
among high school students,” 
Kirkpatrick commented. 
At least two other states issue 
volumes such as that proposed 
by the Secretary of State and 
these are well liked, apparently. 
Currently, each high school 


in Missouri receives one copy 
of the Blue Book as do the count­ 
less thousands of state, county, 
and city government officials. 
Under Kirkpatrick's proposal 
the condensed version would 
contain only the most impor­ 
tant items, omitting the long 
rolls of state employes 
and 
other trivia. However, there 
would be published the regular 
Blue Book for official use. 
Incidentally, Kirkpatrick has 
diligently searched the state for 
old copies of the Blue Book and 
has gathered together what is ■ 
believed to be the only complete 
set in existence.

WASHINGTON AP — The Sen­ 
ate has passed an administra­ 
tion-opposed “ cold war” GI 
Bill of Rights measure. The is­ 
sue of educational allowances 
and home loan benefits for post- 
Korean veterans now is up to 
the House. 
The Senate rejected Monday 
Republican proposals 
to re­ 
strict 
the 
aid to veterans 
of combat zone service and 
then passed the bill, 69 to 17. 
Hie House failed to act on a 
similar Senate 
measure in 
1959, but Sen. Ralph W. Yar­ 
borough, D-Tex., told report­ 
ers Chairman 01 in E. Teague, 
D-Tex., of the House Veterans 
Affairs Committee, has 
an­ 
nounced 
plans 
to hold early 
hearings on the new bill. 
Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike Mansfield 
indicated he 
expects favorable House action 
this year, when thousands are 
serving in Viet Nam. 
Mansfield supported the bill, 
although the Budget Bureau 
Defense Department and Veter­ 
ans Administration opposed it. 
Sen. John G. Tower, R-Tex^ 
voted for the measure on final 
passage, expressing hope that 
the House will convert it “ into 
the Viet Nam GI Bill we so bad­ 
ly need.” 
He had participated in efforts 
to restrict the benefits to men 
who served in areas of hostili­ 
ties. An amendment along these 
lines, offered by Sen. Leverett 
Saltonstll of Massachusetts and 
other Republicans, 
lost, 52 
to 36. 
Hie bill covers all veterans 
serving from Jan. 31, 1965 - 
the 
declared termination date 
for establishing eligibility un­ 
der the previous Korean GIBill 
— to July 1, 1967, the termina­ 
tion date of the compulsory draft 
law recently extended by Con­ 
gress. 
Eligibility for education 
al­ 
lowances, $110 a month 
for 
bachelors, $135 for veterans 
with one dependent and $160 a 
month for veterans with more 
than one dependent, would be 
conditioned on more than 180 
days of active duty or discharge 
for service - connected dis­ 
ability. 
Hie same eligibility 
would 
apply for applicants for loans 
and guarantees for the purchase 
of homes and livestock. If a 
serviceman dies from service- 
connected disabilities, his wid­ 
ow could apply for such loans 
and guarantees. 
The 
e d u c a t i o n allowance 
would provide 1 1/2 days of 
school aid for each day of 
active service, but with 
an 
over-all limit of 36 months. 
The loan features would not 
provide 
aid 
In 
starting 
businesses - except for the 
help in acquiring farms and 
livestock - as did the earlier 
GI bills. 
Hie government would guar­ 
antee 60 per cent of loans from 
banks ~nd others up to $7,500 
on residential real estate, and 
would provide a 50 per cent 
guarantee up to $4,000 on non- 
res identlal real estate.

Everett M. Dirksen today car­ 
ries his fight for a constitutional 
amendment on legislative reap­ 
portionment to the apparently 
equally divided Senate Judici­ 
ary Committee. 
Barring last-minute shifts in 
position, the prospects pointed 
to an P-8 tie vote. This would 
deny Dirksen, the Senate Re­ 
publican leader, the majority 
support he needs to bring the 
issue before the Senate itself. 
Conceding the possibility of 
such an outcome, Dirksen re it­ 
erated to reporters his deter­ 
mination to get Senate action on 
the proposed amendment 
on 
which President Johnson has 
made no public statement but 
which Vice President Hubert H.

“ I am a determined man,” 
Dirksen told 
reporters. 
He 
would not indicate how he would 
overcome a committee setback. 
But he is at liberty any time to 
move to substitute the proposal 
for any measure now on the 
Senate calendar. 
Dirksen 
wouldn't 
speculate 
whether a threatened filibuster 
by liberal opponents of the reap­ 
portionment proposal would de­ 
lay the Labor Day adjournment 
of Congress he and Senate Dem­ 
ocratic Leader Mike Mansfield 
are seeking. 
Dirksen and Mansfield expect 
to take up that m atter at a 
meeting Thursday or Friday 
with Johnson. The Republican 
leader observed that up to this 
point Johnson has given no indi­ 
cation he would be willing to let 
some of his legislative 
pro­ 
posals go over until next year's 
session. 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N. Y., 
apparently destroyed Dirk sen’s 
chances for a favorable com­ 
mittee vote on the Illinois sena­ 
tor’s proposed reapportionment 
amendment when he offered a 
revised version of it. 
Javits announced that if his 
substitute is rejected, he will 
vote against Dirksen’s version 
in committee. 
Both the Dirksen and Javits 
proposals would permit the vot­ 
e rs of each state to decide 
whether they want one house of 
their legislature apportioned on 
other than the population basis 
ordered by the Supreme Courts 
in its one-man, one-vote deci­ 
sion.

NEW YORK (AP) — The war 
on poverty is unleashing some 
combat in the ranks. 
Although the overall drive is 
rolling ahead, with its opera­ 
tions fast expanding, clashes 
have erupted behind the main 
battle front in several communi­ 
ties. 
Official and unofficial sectors 
often have locked in struggles 
for control. Partisan politics 
have added to the 
jousting. 
A cross-country 
Associated 
Press check 
indicated, 
how­ 
ever, that the vast, diversified 
program generally has moved 
off to an industrious start in 
many cities, yielding a grow­ 
ing network of projects for the 
poor. 
“ This is a brand-new pro­ 
gram and some mistakes are in­ 
evitable,” says congressman 
John Brademas, D-kid., a mem­ 
ber of the House Committee on 
Education and Labor. 
hi Chicago, New York, Los 
Angeles, Cleveland, Omaha and 
Albany 
and Syracuse, N.Y., 
sharp controversies have em­ 
broiled the program. 
To varying degrees, tension 
also has arisen in Detroit, Bal­ 
tim ore, New Jersey, 
A 1 a- 
bama, the San Francisco Bay 
area and elsewhere. 
“ This was a crash program 
and it certainly has crashed,” 
said Youth Corps Director How­ 
ard Henson in Yavapai County, 
A riz., after the County Board of 
Supervisors voted to term inate 
the program this fall. 
Too complicated, they said, 
and time-consuming. 
Mostly, however, the multi­ 
phased undertakings, offering 
federal poverty-fighting funds in 
municipalities across the na­ 
tion, took on widening scope and 
form, despite the outbreaks of 
internal strife. 
Often, these involved power 
struggles between the dominant 
political establishments and lo­ 
cal community groups. 
A complex dispute in Los An­ 
geles over who would adminis­ 
ter government funds blocked a 
planned 
summer project for 
underprivileged teen-agers. 
Hie issue also flared around 
“ community action” organiza­ 
tions, set up in poor neighbor­ 
hoods under the program, to 
mobilize residents to press for 
better conditions. 
Sometimes, this involved fed­ 
erally 
financed 
community 
groups making protests to City 
Hall, raising the ire of local of­ 
ficialdom. 
Under the program, private 
as well as public agencies, or 
both in combination, are eli­ 
gible to set up aided projects 
if they meet the requirem ents. 
The law requires “ maximum 
feasible participation” of the 
poor them selves. 
Among the various opera­ 
tions: “ Job Corps,” setting up 
camps and centers for work and 
job 
training; 
“Neighborhood 
Youth Corps,” providing part- 
time jobs to keep kids in school; 
“ Head 
S tart," bringing pre­ 
school children up to standard 
to 
start 
school; 
“ Vista,” 
recruiting low-paid volunteers 
to serve in impoverished sec­ 
tions. 
The federal government puts 
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up 90 per cent of costs. 
Besides 
the 
tug-of-wars 
over control, there also have 
been outcries that salaries paid 
were too high, and snarls over 
prelim inary preparations and 
proposals which have delayed 
federal approval. 
“ We force every community 
to unite for action against pov­ 
erty. Otherwise, they don't qual­ 
ify for federal help,” says 
Holmes Brown, public affeirs 
director for the Office of Eco­ 
nomic Opportunity. “ Conflict is 
inevitable.” 
The 
“ community action” 
units — intended to open chan­ 
nels for the poor to join in at­ 
tacking their own problems — 
have caused the most ferment. 
Assailing such an operation in 
Syracuse, N.Y., City Housing 
Director William L . McGarry 
called it “ class struggle in the 
traditional Karl Marx style.” 
And Republican Mayor William 
F. Walsh charged: 
“ It tries to pit the Roor 
against everyone else in the 
community.” 
However, officials of Syra­ 
cuse University, 
which spon­ 
sors that program with a $314,- 
000 grant said the charges were 
false. Program Director War­ 
ren C. Haggstrom term ed them 
“ a smokescreen” to hide ten­ 
ant grievances. 
Ben Zimmerman, director of 
Syracuse's Crusade for Oppor­ 
tunity, the city's agency coordi­ 
nating the bulk of its antipover­ 
ty work through a $3.5-million 
grant, says: 
“ The worst thing that could 
happen is for a fight to develop 
over who 'owns' the poor.”

Hot type is either composed 
one letter at a time or in single 
lines as on a linecasting ma­ 
chine. In cold type composition, 
Blanton said, the alphabet is on 
film disk in a contact print­ 
er. The desired letters are 
exposed in sequence and a pic­ 
ture is taken of the line with 
the machine which can be pasted 
on a page. This is how headlines 
and large type are composed.

tape is fed into a machine 
which produces ]B>es of printed 
material in blai 
paper.

When printed matter is pasted 
on a page a photograph is tak­ 
en of it.

Newspapermen are not cast in a mold. They 
are an independent breed. This is true despite 
- the tendencies by men in public life to gen­ 
eralize in their criticism of the press as if it 
were one and of Democratic politicians — at 
least those of yesteryear— to lambast the “ one 
party p ress.” All labels are meaningless and 
nonsense. 
One of the nation’s publishers who speaks 
his own mind is William Loeb, publisher of the 
Manchester Union Leader in New Hampshire. His 
voice doesn’t sound like those normally heard 
from the taciturn, independent Yankees of rock 
ribbed New England. It isn’t either. 
Loeb long ago withdrew from the New England 
Daily Newspaper Publishers Association. Re­ 
cently he has urged the legislature to approve 
a bill, strongly opposed by the New England 
Daily Newspaper Publishers* association. 
The bill would prevent the importation of pro­ 
fessional strike-breakers into the state during 
labor troubles at newspaper 
plants 
and 
other establishments. 
Daily newspapers are held by the federal gov- 
„ ernment to be in interstate commerce but the 
International Typographical Union for purely 
selfish and obvious reasons is trying to remove 
them from this category as far as employment 
practices are concerned in a strike. 
Loeb’s condescending attitude toward the union 
I may cause the printer’s union and the other 
. unions with which he deals to treat him more 
kindly in negotiations. There is no evidence 
that this will be the case. Unions have fought 
Just as vigorously against their friends in man­ 
agement, who have been generally sympathetic 
to their point of view, as those who have 
vigorously opposed them in everything they have 
wanted step by step. Some newspaper men who 
have been soft on unions and who have cham­ 
pioned their causes in the past are no longer in 
business. 
They 
are fallen targets of over­ 
whelming and unreasoning union power, sup­ 
ported 100 per cent by a sympathetic federal 
government. 
~ 
If Loeb’s newspaper is ever struck by a union 
making unreasonable demands — and many pub­ 
lishers have been he won’t get any sympathy 
from anyone. He isn’t entitled to any. 
He is making the assumption that this won’t 
happen, but the cem eteries are full of people 
who didn’t think it would “ happen to me.*’ 
Loeb says that he isn’t interested in doing 
away with union representation*’ but if he can- 
hire replacem ents during a strike he gannot 
Btjrike regardless of how much'fherit 
re is on his side. 
Union m em bers have the right to strike. There 
is no argument about that. 
But labor - management relations must be­ 
come a two-way street if they are to be either 
fair or durable. Management should have an 
equal right to win a strike. 
The only way that any newspaper publisher 
can win a strike is by continuing to publish. 
Any other course makes him the victim of 
any demand, however unfair, unreasonable and 
unrealistic it may be, by his employes. 
This is the reason that all but two New York 
newspapers are fighting desperately for their 
lives. These papers are swimming in red ink 
in the futile effort to pay for exorbitant de­ 
mands by the printers union, which won’t perm it 
any automation unless they are paid in addi­ 
tion any financial benefits resulting from the use 
of new printing methods. The newspapers cannot 
win a strike under present conditions. 
If his newspaper is struck Loeb will learn 
quickly that he cannot hire any printers in 
Manchester or in New Hampshire regardless 
of how much they sympathize with his plight. 
He won’t be able to do this because any re ­ 
placements will be frightened. There 
are 
easier ways of making a living than going 
through a picket line. The minimum expecta­ 
tion is a vile tongue lashing. There are others 
— fear of violence to a person and to his 
property or a combination of the two and fear 
of other forms of retaliation, such as jeopardized 
future employment. 
Under these circumstances Loeb would wel­ 
come the appearance of so-called out-of-state 
strikebreakers. When he needs them, he needn’t 
look our way for understanding 
and sympathy. 
The New England Publishers’ Association will 
, turn a much colder shoulder in his direction. 
Loeb is carelessly throwing away his own 
I rights in his zeal to protect the rights of his 
em ployes. He is engaging in brinkmanship on a 
high w ire. There is no net beneath.

Fifth and higher 
order of births, too, 
have

Their number this year is not 
expected to be much below the 
1961 all-time high of about 
762.000, the statisticians con­ 
cluded.

SAIGON, South Viet NamAP— 
There is a time to stay and 
a time to go, and my time to 
leave South Viet Nam has come. 
At least for now. The way the 
war is going, however, none can 
say how many who have served 
here for a while may bft sum­ 
moned to come again. 
For this is the war nobody 
really knows. Most of us see 
only fragments of it — even 
those in high places on bote 
sides--and can only 
guess 
what final pattern will emerge. 
But it is clear that many more 
American tears and much more 
American blood will be shed 
before the situation is ended by 
a political agreement or a bat­ 
tlefield conclusion. 
We are no longer a referee or 
an umpire in a foreign civil 
struggle. We are no longer 
merely advisers. We are no 
longer simply pocketbook sup­ 
porters of the side we favor. We 
are military participants and 
will become so in fuller mea­ 
sure. 
Now we must supply 
more 
than cash. Now we must pro­ 
vide bote backbone and muscle 
if we propose to continue here. 
And it would help the situation 
if we were to realize this fully 
ourselves. 
It is easier to be an authority 
on tee war in Viet Nam If you 
have never been here, or if you 
have been here 50 hours, than If 
you have been here 50 days or, 
probably, 50 months. It is easier 
to have hard and clear views as 
to how it can be settled. 
The longer you stay here the 
more difficult it is to be sure 
you understand what really is 
going on, or whether any solu­ 
tion offered is tee right and sat­ 
isfactory one. 
Here are a few of the con­ 
fusing things you run into in this 
most bewildering of warsi 


Hie land is lovely, but it is 
studded with millions oi tliuucii 
bamboo and steel pike traps 
that will rip an unwary foot 
through tee bone.

outsider. But a cousin of tee 
smiling little boy you pat on tee 
head this morning may blow up 
your billet tpnight, 
There are no fixed lines as in 
previous wars.

There is no absolute 
test to tell friend from foe. 
Our side holds tee big cities;

Our side has all tea necessary 
big weapons to win an orthodox 
war — from aircraft carriers to 
self-propelled guns. But they 
know better how and where and 
when to ambush us than we 
seem to know how, where and 
when to ambush them. 
The more Viet Cong we kill, 
the more of teem come into the 
fight. 
Some hold the war can never 
be won on the battlefield by 
either side, and that tee only 
answer to military stalemate is 
diplomatic bargaining. 
Some 
hold that diplomatic 
compromise would only post­ 
pone tee issue. They feel that 
after a pause of a few months 
or years the Viet Cong would 
take over political power they 
have 
been unable so far to 
achieve by ambush. 
This, in summary, is 
the 
present state of tee war nobody 
knows tee outcome of. 
But it is obvious teat we can 
no longer win it with a check­ 
book alone. As scores of thou­ 
sands more U. S. troops make 
the long journey to Viet Nam, 
what they do there will bring 
home to us all the deepening 
price we must pay if we are to 
achieve our purpose in this 
mixed-up land.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — The news 
story that caused the sharpest 
flap over President Johnson's 
press relations pertained to 
some general ideas of the late 
Adlai Stevenson regarding U. N, 
Article 19, which 
requires 
member nations to pay their 
dues or else lose their vote 
in the U* N. Assembly. 
Before the flap subsided, the 
President was accused by one 
newsman of a “pseudo-volcanic 
explosion” lasting “ six solid 
hours” because some of the 
facts in his proposed San Fran­ 
cisco U. N. speech regarding 
■ Article 19 had leaked to the 
press and he therefore changed 
it. 
The man who so accused him 
was my distinguished colleague, 
Joe Alsop. And the man respon­ 
sible for the alleged leak was 
another 
distinguished 
col­ 
league, James Reston of the 
New York Hmes. 
It is not unusual for presi­ 
dents to lose their tempers over 
news stories. I recall how Pres­ 
ident Hoover got so riled at the 
foreign dispatches of the Chi­ 
cago Daily News in 1930 that 
he called in its publisher, CoL 
Frank Knox, and demanded teat 
his foreign editor, Paul Scott 
Mowrer, and his London cor­ 
respondent, Constantine Brown, 
be fired. Knox refused. 
In the same administration, 
Hoover's 
Secretary of War, 
Patrick J. Hurley, paced the 
floor for half an hour scolding 
me because I reported that he 
practiced entrances to White 
House receptions before a mir­ 
ror. He boasted that he was 
going to get my job with the 
Baltimore Sun. Next week I 
was fired. 
If the present President of 
the United States did change his 
speech before the United Na­ 
tions at San Francisco 
as 
alleged by Alsop because Reston 
leaked it in advance; and if 
he also engaged in “ six solid 
hours” of a “pseudo-volcanic 
explosion,” 
then the public 
ought to know the details, so 
I went to the highest sources 
to check them out. 
—CAUHOUS LBJ— 
I found that sometime prior 
to the San Francisco speech 
commemorating 
the U, N.'s 
twentieth 
anniversary, some 
ideas for the speech were sent 
the 
White House by Harlan 
Cleveland, Assistant Secretary 
for U. N. Affairs, and members 
of his staff. They suggested 
that Johnson announce at San 
Francisco a modification 
of 
Article 19 so that peace-keep­ 
ing dues to the U. N. would 
be on a voluntary, not a com­ 
pulsory. basis. Simultaneously 
the United States was to an­ 
nounce a voluntary contribution. 
Presidential reaction was cau­ 
tious. Johnson said he could not 
alter the American policy to­ 
ward Article 19 without con­ 
sulting the Congress and our 
NATO allies. 
“We've got to consult with 
Dirksen (the Republican sena­ 
tor from Illinois) who has gone 
along with us on a lot of things,” 
the President was quoted as 
telling his advisers. “ And we 
ought to talk to Bourke Hlcken- 
looper, 
(Republican senator 
from Iowa) who has been very 
helpful regarding the loan to 
the United Nations. 
“You get Adlai Stevenson to 
come down and appear before 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee and tell them what 
he has in mind, and then we'll 
see if we can work out a pro­ 
posal for tee U. N. 
General 
Assembly in September,” he 
was quoted as saying. “We 
can't take this up in San Fran­ 
cisco.” 
On June 20, John Pomfret, 
the New York Times correspon­ 
dent covering the White House, 
asked whether the President 
planned to speak on Article 19 
at San Francisco and was given 
a negative reply. Next day, 
Reston published a carefully 
worded report that President 
Johnson was “being strongly 
urged” to give up the fight 
to force U. N. members to pay 
for U. N. peace-keeping armies 
and to place the Viet Nam war 
before the U. N. Reston added 
that he was expected to do the 
first, not the second. 
Four days later Johnson spoke 
at 
San 
Francisco and did 


neither. 
—ERRONEOUS FACTS— 
Ten days later, Alsop reported 
that Reston's story had been 
greeted by “one of those out­ 
bursts of Johnsonian anger teat 
sometimes make 
Washington 
nowadays seem like Captain 
Bligh's Bounty.” 
Alsop also reported that in 
order that no one “should know 
the President's thought before 
its official disclosure,. • .the 
Secretary of State and one of 
his chief subordinates were kept 
at the White House until 2 a.m. 
one morning 
reworking the 
President's U. N. anniversary 
speech.” 
I was further informed on ex­ 
cellent authority that the Pres­ 
ident did not spend six hours 
ranting against the 
Reston 
column, but that he had been 
curious as to where Alsop got 
his 
facts and had asked the 
State Department about. 
He was informed that Alsop 
had spent considerable time 
trying to see the Secretary of 
State and Head of Central In­ 
telligence without success and 
seemed quite peeved about it. 
I was also informed that the 
material for the President's 
speech came from the book of 
Barbara Ward, “ The Rich Na­ 
tions and the Poor Nations,” 
which she had given to LBJ 
some months ago. Hie actual 
text of the speech, 80 per cent 
of it, was written several weeks 
prior to San Francis®. 
m i 
These are rather plckayunlsh 
molehills for the country to be 
concerned about compared with 
the legislative mountains 
of 
Medicare 
and Negro voting 
rights. Nevertheless, they seem 
to be what concerns many of 
our opinion makers today. 
~U. S.-JAPANESE CABINET 
TALKS— 
Japanese cabinet 
members 
didn't thumb their noses at the 
United States during the joint 
cabinet talks last week, but in 
a very polite and dignified way 
they came close to doing so. 
The Japanese were more in­ 
dependent, more adamant in 
opposing some American pol­ 
ices, and more aloof than our 
involvement in Viet Nam than at 
any time since the end of the 
war. 
The meeting, even though not 
especially productive, was con­ 
sidered a healthy one, chiefly 
because 
It showed that ex­ 
enemies. now allies, could en­ 
gage in frank discussion. 
Two 
factors influenced the 
Japanese - American cabinet 
talks: 
1. The growth of Japanese Na­ 
tionalism. 
2. The disapproval of Amer­ 
ica's policy in North Viet Nam. 
Hie American embassy in 
Tokyo had reported some time 
before 
this that, as of last 
February, American popularity 
in Japan suddenly took a serious 
downward turn. The drop was 
associated 100 per cent with 
our policy of bombing North 
Viet Nam. 
Inasmuch as Japan was sub­ 
ject to bombardment Itself dur­ 
ing the war, it could understand 
the reaction of the North Viet­ 
namese. There was also a cer­ 
tain feeling of sympathy with 
another Asiatic country, cou­ 
pled with resentment against a 
country considered the most 
powerful nation in the world. 
While there was never any 
discussion of racial kinship with 
the Vietnamese as against tee 
white citizens of the United 
States, nevertheless there had 
been an undertone. 
—JAPAN'S EXPERIENCE IN 
CHINA— 
Japanese officials 
have not 
been publicly critical of the 
United States over Viet Nam, 
but the Japanese people have. 
Privately, the Japanese cabinet 
members have argued with top 
American officials, pointing out 
that they are embarkedona“no 
win” policy in Viet Nam. 
“We had the same experience 
in China,” the Japanese have 
advised. “ The more we fought, 
the more we lost. You can't 
invade the Asiatic continent, 
especially a jungle area, ana 
win. You're licked even before 
you start.” 
Anti-American sentiment has 
become so strong that Ambas­ 
sador Edwin Relschauer. mar­ 
ried to the daughter of a former 


Japanese prime minister, and 
one of the most popular envoys 
the United States has even sent 
to Japan, has had to curtail 
his public speeches. 
During the Japanese - Amer­ 
ican cabinet talks, the Japanese 
made the following 
general 
points: 
A. They would have nothing 
to do with our policy in Viet 
Nam and definitely would not 
participate in economic aid for 
that area. 
B. The Japanese are delighted 
to participate in economic aid 
for the rest of Southeast Asia, 
especially 
Burma and 
the 
Philippines. They are not en­ 
thusiastic over getting involved 
with President Sukarno in Indo­ 
nesia. 
C. Japan was insistent that she 
get landing privileges in New 
York and the right to fly across 
the American continent. It was 
pointed out that Pan American 
Airways could not possibly fly 
around the world 
unless it 
landed in Tokyo, and that Japan 
would expect to have reciprocal 
rights in the United States. 
When 
American 
officials 
pointed out that the Italians 
asked for the same 
rights 
across the USA but were nied, 
the 
Japanese replied; “But 
Rome is not Tokyo. You can 
fly across Europe without land­ 
ing in Rome but you can't fly 
across the North Pacific with­ 
out landing in '-Tokyo/' 
I 
It was agreed that Japanese- 
American talks would be held to 
adjust this problem. 
EL The Japanese flatly refused 
to curtail their trade with Red 
China. In fact, they are pushing 
it. 
E. 
Japan will support the 
United States in its policy to­ 
ward Nationalist China and is 
quite proud of its relations with 
Formosa, a former Japanese 
colony. 
F. Japan will continue its 
friendly relations with Korea 
and endeavor to Improve them. 
Hie United States officially is 
not having anything to do with 
this, though on the Q. T. It 
has been helping both tee Japan­ 
ese and the Koreans to forget 
their old bitterness. 
Next to the hassle over air­ 
landing privileges, the biggest 
hassle was over fish. This is a 
relatively minor industry total­ 
ing only about eight to ten mil­ 
lion dollars a year. The fishing 
problem is still unsolved. 
At one point, President John­ 
son remarked to Sen. Warren 
Magnuson, D-Wash., chairman 
of the Senate Commerce Com­ 
mittee; “I better not invite you 
to the White House for lunch 
with the Japanese. You'll get 
into an argument over fish.” 
Magnuson was invited to lunch, 
but did not get into an argu­ 
ment. At one point, the Japan­ 
ese minister of transport re­ 
marked to him; “Fishing very 
good this year. Next year not 
so good.” 
He referred to the fact the 
salmon catch was estimated at 
25 million pounds this year 
but went up to 38 million in­ 
stead. 
—U. S.-JAPANESE TRADE— 
Hie Japanese cabinet mem­ 
bers 
complained vigorously 
about growing American trade 
restrictions. American cabinet 
members countered that 28 per 
cent of all Japanese exports 
came to the United States, which 
is far greater than the 2.6 per 
cent of Japanese exports to Red 
China. 
At one point, Japanese de­ 
mands became so vigorous that 
Secretary Rusk gave this re­ 
minder; 
“You forget that Japanese 
prosperity is due in large part 
to the fact that you don't have 
to spend any money on your 
defenses. 
Hie United States 
supplies your defense.” 
Hie Japanese, who devoutly 
do not want another war, have 
been afraid that the Johnson 
administration would escalate 
war in Viet Nam. They know 
this would mean 
retaliation 
against the No. 1 American 
base In the Northern Pacific, 
Okinawa. 
If 
Okinawa were 
bombed, Japan would be dragged 
into World War m . 
This was the shadow which 
f 
mg over the conference table 
Washington last week.

Newspapermen are not cast in a mold. They 
are an independent breed. This is true despite 
the tendencies by men in public life to gen­ 
eralize in their criticism of the press as if it 
were one and of Democratic politicians — at 
least those of yesteryear— to lambast the “one 
party p ress.” All labels are meaningless and 
nonsense. 
One of the nation’s publishers who speaks 
his own mind is William Loeb, publisher of the 
Manchester Union Leader in New Hampshire. His 
voice doesn’t sound like those normally heard 
from the taciturn, independent Yankees of rock 
ribbed New England. It isn’t either. 
Loeb long ago withdrew from the New England 
Daily Newspaper Publishers Association. Re­ 
cently he has urged the legislature to approve 
a bill, strongly opposed by the New England 
Daily Newspaper Publishers’ association. 
The bill would prevent the importation of pro­ 
fessional strike-breakers into the state during 
labor troubles at newspaper 
plants 
and 
other establishments. 
Daily newspapers are held by the federal gov­ 
ernment to be in interstate commerce but the 
International Typographical Union for purely 
selfish and obvious reasons is trying to remove 
them from this category as far as employment 
practices are concerned in a strike. 
Loeb’s condescending attitude toward the union 
may cause the printer’s union and the other 
unions with which he deals to treat him more 
kindly in negotiations. There is no evidence 
that this will be the case. Unions have fought 
Just as vigorously against their friends in man­ 
agement, who have been generally sympathetic 
to their point of view, as those who have 
vigorously opposed them in everything they have 
wanted step by step. Some newspaper men who 
have been soft on unions and who have cham­ 
pioned their causes in the past are no longer in 
business. 
They 
are fallen targets of over­ 
whelming and unreasoning union power, sup­ 
ported IOO per cent by a sympathetic federal 
government. 
If Loeb’s newspaper is ever struck by a union 
making unreasonable demands — and many pub­ 
lishers have been he won’t get any sympathy 
from anyone. He isn’t entitled to any. 
He is making the assumption that this won’t 
happen, but the cemeteries are full of people 
who didn’t think it would “happen to m e.” 
Loeb says that he isn’t interested in doing 
away with union representation” but if he can­ 
not hire replacements during a strike he cannot 
.Win that strike regardless of how muchlberit 
\here is on his side. 
Union members have the right to strike. There 
is no argument about that. 
But labor - management relations must be­ 
come a two-w'ay street if they are to be either 
fair or durable. Management should have an 
equal right to win a strike. 
The only way that any newspaper publisher 
can win a strike is by continuing to publish. 
Any other course makes him the victim of 
any demand, however unfair, unreasonable and 
unrealistic it may be, by his employes. 
This is the reason that all but two New York 
newspapers are fighting desperately for their 
lives. These papers are swimming in red ink 
in the futile effort to pay for exorbitant de­ 
mands by the printers union, which won’t permit 
any automation unless they are paid in addi­ 
tion any financial benefits resulting from the use 
of new printing methods. The newspapers cannot 
win a strike under present conditions. 
If his newspaper is struck Loeb will learn 
quickly that he cannot hire any printers in 
Manchester or in New Hampshire regardless 
of how much they sympathize with his plight. 
He won’t be able to do this because any re­ 
placements will be frightened. There 
are 
easier ways of making a living than going 
through a picket line. The minimum expecta­ 
tion is a vile tongue lashing. There are others 
— fear of violence to a person and to his 
property or a combination of the two and fear 
of other forms of retaliation, such as jeopardized 
future employment. 
Under these circumstances Loeb would wel­ 
come the appearance of so-called out-of-state 
strikebreakers. When he needs them, he needn’t 
look our way for understanding 
and sympathy. 
The New England Publishers’ Association will 
turn a much colder shoulder in his direction. 
Loeb is carelessly throwing away his own 
rights in his zeal to protect the rights of his 
employes. He is engaging in brinkmanship on a 
high wire. There is no net beneath.

SCRATCHING THE SURFACE 
It would appear that Robert G. 
Baker's $19,600 a year job in 
the Senate as secretary of the 
majority - which he resigned 
under fire last October - was 
small potatoes compared with 
his extra curricular activities. 
Senate interest in his private 
affairs began when a $300,000 
suit charging abuse of political 
influence in a vending machine 
deal was brought against him. 
Asked informally to explain this 
and reports of other business 
activities, Mr. Baker resigned 
and the current investigation by 
the Senate Rules Committee fol- _ 
lowed. 
While the probe 
has, 
thusfar, 
concerned itself en­ 
tirely with the operations of Mr. 
Baker, it was ordered by the 
Senate to include investigation 
of the outside business interests 
of all Senate employees, both 
past and present. Just how far 
this may go and what the scope 
of 
involvements 
may 
be, 
remains to be seen. 
That Mr. Baker was a busy 
man is indicated by reports 
credited to an unofficial but 
reliable source that he claimed 
in July 1962 to own assets worth 
more 
than 
a-million-and- 
a-half, made up mostly 
of 
securities and real estate. 
After two days of closed door 
meetings, came the first public 
hearing, at which Mrs. Gertrude 
C. Novak, widow of a former 
partner of Mr. Baker's, testi­ 
fied that she and her husband 
bought stock on his advice and 
made a profit of $54,889 a year 
later, and which, by agreement, 
they split with Mr. Baker. She 
"assumed," Mrs. Novak said, 
that the Baker tip was based 
on “ inside information" of a 
quick rise. 
The Novaks were also part­ 
ners with Mr. Baker in the 
swank, million dollar Carousel 
Motel at Ocean City, Md., which 
was a financial failure. 
In her three-and-a-half hours 
of testimony, which occupied 
the entire session, Mrs. Novak 
told of being frightened at the 
large amounts of cash - as 
much as $13,000 - that Baker 
had turned over to her from 
time to time for deposit to the 
Carousel account. 
It appears that there will be 
a considerable intermission be­ 
fore we see the next act of 
the Bobby Baker extravaganza, 
since Chief Counsel McLendon 
has said the Committee investi­ 
gators may not finish their work 
until February. 
He also said 
hearings might go on for quite 
a while after that. 
But it should be worth waiting 
for.

about 4,100,000 births, marks 
the tenth year in succession 
that births have exceeded four 
million. 
Despite the recent declines, 
the rate for second births in 
1963 will be only about one- 
sixth below the high 
point 
reached in 1949. Second births, 
which had numbered more than 
one million a year since 1947, 
are expected to fall slightly be­ 
low that level this year, the 
statisticians report. 
Third and subsequent births 
have been accounting for an 
increasing proportion of the 
total, from 38 percent in 1950 
to about 49 percent now. The 
statisticians attribute this to 
the sustained high rate for third 
and fourth children. 
For third births, the rate has 
been at least 30 per 1,000 
married women under age 45 
for more than a decade. The 
rate for fourth children has 
risen to about 20 per 1,000 
in recent years. Fifth and higher 
order of births, too, 
have 
reached relatively high levels. 
Their number this year is not 
expected to be much below the 
1961 all-time high of about 
762.000, the statisticians con­ 
cluded.

SAIGON, South Viet Nam AP— 
There is a time to stay and 
a time to go, and my time to 
leave South Viet Nam has come. 
At least for now. The way the 
war is going, however, none can 
say how many who have served 
here for a while may be sum­ 
moned to come again. 
For this is the war nobody 
really knows. Most of us see 
only fragments of it — even 
those in high places on both 
sides--and can only 
guess 
what final pattern will emerge. 
But it is clear that many more 
A mer lean tears and much more 
American blood will be shed 
before the situation is ended by 
a political agreement or a bat­ 
tlefield conclusion. 
We are no longer a referee or 
an umpire in a foreign civil 
struggle. We are no longer 
merely advisers. We are no 
longer simply pocketbook sup­ 
porters of the side we favor. We 
are military participants and 
will become so in fuller mea­ 
sure. 
Now we must supply 
more 
than cash. Now we must pro­ 
vide both backbone and muscle 
if we propose to continue here. 
And it would help the situation 
if we were to realize this fully 
ourselves. 
It is easier to be an authority 
on the war in Viet Nam if you 
have never been here, or if you 
have been here 50 hours, than if 
you have been here 50 days or, 
probably, 50 months. It is easier 
to have hard and clear views as 
to how it can be settled. 
The longer you stay here the 
more difficult it is to be sure 
you understand what really is 
going on, or whether any solu­ 
tion offered is the right and sat­ 
isfactory one. 
Here are a few of the con­ 
fusing things you run into in this 
most bewildering of wars: 


The land Is lovely, but it is 
studded with millions oi uiuuc. 
bamboo and steel pike traps 
that will rip an unwary foot 
through the bone. 
The 
people 
seem, on the 
whole, friendly to the American 
outsider. But a cousin of the 
smiling little boy you pat on the 
head this morning may blow up 
your billet tonight. 
There are no fixed lines as in 
previous wars. The enemy is 
before you, beside you, and be­ 
hind you. There is no absolute 
test to tell friend from foe. 
Our side holds the big cities; 
their side holds most of the 
countryside. But they have fifth 
columns in every city, and we 
are trying to infiltrate the land 
areas they run. 
Our side has all the necessary 
big weapons to win an orthodox 
war —from aircraft carriers to 
self-propelled guns. But they 
know better how and where and 
when to ambush us than we 
seem to know how, where and 
when to ambush them. 
The more Viet Cong we kill, 
the more of them come into the 
fight. 
Some hold the war can never 
be won on the battlefield by 
either side, and that the only 
answer to military stalemate is 
diplomatic bargaining. 
Some 
hold that 
diplomatic 
compromise would only post­ 
pone the issue. They feel that 
after a pause of a few months 
or years the Viet Cong would 
take over political power they 
have 
been unable so far to 
achieve by ambush. 
This, in summary, is 
the 
present state of the war nobody 
knows the outcome of. 
But it is obvious that we can 
no longer win it with a check­ 
book alone. As scores of thou­ 
sands more U. S. troops make 
the long journey to Viet Nam, 
what they do there will bring 
home to us all the deepening 
price we must pay lf we are to 
achieve our purpose in this 
mixed-up land.

MAO'S STRATEGY IN 
VIET NAM 
For a long time we were sup­ 
posed to believe that all the 
trouble in Viet Nam was the 
work of local rebels, the Viet 
Cong. Now it is admitted, and 
stressed even in official state­ 
ments, that what the Viet Cong 
seemed to be doing is really 
being done by North Viet Nam 
and its Red leader, Ho Chi Minh. 
The final step in getting at 
the truth is to recognize in 
turn that the real source of 
the strategy of the Viet Nam 
war, as well as its essential 
support, is Peking and Chair­ 
man Mao of Red China. 


To see this clearly, it is only 
necessary to look at what is 
happening in the Viet Nam war 
and compare it with Mao's own 
handbook of strategy, a series 
of lectures in 1938 later pub­ 
lished under the title, “ On the 
Protracted War." 
Mao's strategy rejects the idea 
of the quick decisive 
battle 
which seems natural to us in 
the West. Instead it calls for 
a gradual wearing away of the 
anti-communist will to fight, 
through guerrilla war at 
the 
point of conflict and propaganda 
war on the enemy's home front. 
The aim of the propaganda war 
is to undermine popular support 
for firm resistance to 
com­ 
munism. 
In the ugly tactics of demon­ 
strations, hysterical denuncia­ 
tion of American policy, and 
vicious harassment of the fam­ 
ilies of Americans killed inac­ 
tion in Viet Nam, we see Mao's 
strategy for his enemy’s home 
front working in the very heart 
of our own country. 
That this could “ happen here" 
is nearly unbelievable although 
the Communists seldom ever

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON — The 
news 
story that caused the sharpest 
flap over President Johnson's 
press relations pertained to 
some general ideas of the late 
Adlai Stevenson regarding U. N, 
Article 19, which 
requires 
member nations to pay their 
dues or else lose their vote 
in the U. N. Assembly. 
Before the flap subsided, the 
President was accused by one 
newsman of a "pseudo-volcanic 
explosion" lasting “ six solid 
hours" because some of the 
facts in his proposed San Fran­ 
cisco U. N. speech regarding 
» Article 19 had leaked to the 
press and he therefore changed 
it. 
The man who so accused him 
was my distinguished colleague, 
Joe Alsop. And the man respon­ 
sible for the alleged leak was 
another 
distinguished 
col­ 
league, James Reston of the 
New York Times. 
It is not unusual for presi­ 
dents to lose their tempers over 
news stories. I recall how Pres­ 
ident Hoover got so riled at the 
foreign dispatches of the Chi­ 
cago Dally News in 1930 that 
he called in its publisher, Col. 
Frank Knox, and demanded that 
his foreign editor, Paul Scott 
Mowrer, and his London cor­ 
respondent, Constantine Brown, 
be Ared. Knox refused. 
In the same administration, 
Hoover's 
Secretary of War, 
Patrick J. Hurley, paced the 
floor for half an hour scolding 
me because I reported that he 
practiced entrances to 
White 
House receptions before a mir­ 
ror. He boasted that he was 
going to get my job with the 
Baltimore Sun. Next week I 
was fired. 
If the present President of 
the United States did change his 
speech before the United Na­ 
tions at San Francisco 
as 
alleged by Alsop because Reston 
leaked it in advance; and if 
he also engaged in "six solid 
hours" of a "pseudo-volcanic 
explosion," 
then the public 
ought to know the details, so 
I went to the highest sources 
to check them out. 
—CAUTIOUS LBJ— 
I found that sometime prior 
to the San Francisco speech 
commemorating 
the U. N.’s 
twentieth 
anniversary, some 
ideas for the speech were sent 
the 
White House by 
Harlan 
Cleveland, Assistant Secretary 
for U. N. Affairs, and members 
of his staff. They suggested 
that Johnson announce at San 
Francisco a modification 
of 
Article 19 so that peace-keep­ 
ing dues to the U. N. would 
be on a voluntary, not a com­ 
pulsory. basis. Simultaneously 
the United States was to an­ 
nounce a voluntary contribution. 
Presidential reaction was cau­ 
tious, johnson said he could not 
alter the American policy to­ 
ward Article 19 without con­ 
sulting the Congress and our 
NATO allies. 
“We've got to consult with 
Dirksen (the Republican sena­ 
tor from Illinois) who has gone 
along with us on a lot of things," 
the President was quoted as 
telling his advisers. “ And we 
ought to talk to Bourke Hicken- 
looper, 
(Republican senator 
from Iowa) who has been very 
helpful regarding the loan to 
the United Nations. 
"You get Adlai Stevenson to 
come down and appear before 
the Senate Foreign 
Relations 
Committee and tell them what 
he has in mind, and then we'll 
see lf we can work out a pro­ 
posal 
for the U. N. 
General 
Assembly in September," he 
was quoted as saying. “We 
can't take this up in San Fran­ 
cisco.” 
On June 20, John Pomfret, 
the New York Times correspon­ 
dent covering the White House, 
asked whether the President 
planned to speak on Article 19 
at San Francisco and was given 
a negative reply. Next day, 
Reston published a carefully 
worded report that President 
Johnson was "being strongly 
urged" to give up the fight 
to force U. N. members to pay 
for U. N. peace-keeping armies 
and to place the Viet Nam war 
before the U. N. Reston added 
that he was expected to do the 
first, not the second. 
Four days later Johnson spoke 
at 
San 
Francisco and 
did 


neither. 
—ERRONEOUS FACTS— 
Ten days later, Alsop reported 
that Reston's story had 
been 
greeted by “one of those out­ 
bursts of Johnsonian anger that 
sometimes make 
Washington 
nowadays seem like Captain 
Bligh's Bounty." 
Alsop also reported that in 
order that no one "should know 
the President's thought before 
its official disclosure,. . .the 
Secretary of State and one of 
his chief subordinates were kept 
at the White House until 2 a.m. 
one morning 
reworking 
the 
President's U. N. anniversary 
speech.” 
I was further informed on ex­ 
cellent authority that the Pres­ 
ident did not spend six hours 
ranting against the 
Reston 
column, but that he had been 
curious as to where Alsop got 
his 
facts 
and had asked the 
State Department about. 
He was informed that Alsop 
had spent considerable time 
trying to see the Secretary of 
State and Head of Central In­ 
telligence without success and 
seemed quite peeved about It. 
I was also informed that the 
material for the President's 
speech came from the book of 
Barbara Ward, “ The Rich Na­ 
tions and the P oot Nations,” 
which she had given to 
LBJ 
some months ago. Tile actual 
text of the speech, 80 per cent 
of it, was written several weeks 
prior to San Francisco. 
Hiese are rather pickayunlsh 
molehills for the country to be 
concerned about compared with 
the legislative mountains 
of 
Medicare 
and Negro voting 
rights. Nevertheless, they seem 
to be what concerns many of 
our opinion makers today. 
—U. S.-JAPANESE CABINET 
TALKS— 
Japanese cabinet 
members 
didn’t thumb their noses at the 
United States during the joint 
cabinet talks last week, but in 
a very polite and dignified way 
they came close to doing so. 
The Japanese were more in­ 
dependent, more adamant in 
opposing some American pol­ 
ices, and more aloof than our 
involvement in Viet Nam than at 
any time since the end of the 
war. 
The meeting, even though not 
especially productive, was con­ 
sidered a healthy one, chiefly 
because 
it showed that 
ex­ 
enemies. now allies, could en­ 
gage in frank discussion. 
Two 
factors influenced the 
Japanese - American cabinet 
talks; 
1. The growth of Japanese Na­ 
tionalism. 
2. The disapproval of Amer­ 
ica's policy in North Viet Nam. 
The 
American 
embassy in 
Tokyo had reported some time 
before 
this that, as of last 
February, American popularity 
in Japan suddenly took a serious 
downward turn. The drop was 
associated IOO per cent with 
our policy of bombing North 
Viet Nam. 
Inasmuch as Japan was sub­ 
ject to bombardment itself dur­ 
ing the war, it could understand 
the reaction of the North Viet­ 
namese. Hiere was also a cer­ 
tain feeling of sympathy with 
another Asiatic country, cou­ 
pled with resentment against a 
country considered the most 
powerful nation in the world. 
While there was never any 
discussion of racial kinship with 
the Vietnamese as against the 
white citizens of the United 
States, nevertheless there had 
been an undertone. 
—JAPAN'S EXPERIENCE IN 
CHINA— 
Japanese officials 
have not 
been publicly critical of the 
United States over Viet Nam, 
but the Japanese people have. 
Privately, the Japanese cabinet 
members have argued with top 
American officials, pointing out 
that they are embarked on a "no 
win" policy in Viet Nam. 
"We had the same experience 
in China," the Japanese have 
advised. “ The more we fought, 
the more we lost. You can't 
invade the Asiatic continent, 
especially a jungle area, ana 
win. You're licked even before 
you start." 
Anti-American sentiment has 
become so strong that Ambas­ 
sador Edwin Relschauer. mar­ 
ried to the daughter, of a former 


Japanese prime minister, and 
one of the most popular envoys 
the United States has even sent 
to Japan, has had to curtail 
his public speeches. 
During the Japanese - Amer­ 
ican cabinet talks, the Japanese 
made the following 
general 
points: 
A. They would have nothing 
to do with our policy in Viet 
Nam and definitely would not 
participate in economic aid tor 
that area. 
B. The Japanese are delighted 
to participate in economic ald 
for the rest of Southeast Asia, 
especially 
Burma and 
the 
Philippines. They are not en­ 
thusiastic over getting involved 
with President Sukarno in Indo­ 
nesia. 
C. Japan was insistent that she 
get landing privileges in New 
York and the right to fly across 
the American continent. It was 
pointed out that Pan American 
Airways could not possibly fly 
around the world 
unless it 
landed in Tokyo, and that Japan 
would expect to have reciprocal 
rights in the United States. 
When 
American 
officials 
pointed out that the Italians 
asked for the same 
rights 
across the USA but were nled, 
the 
Japanese replied; "But 
Rome is not Tokyo. You can 
fly across Europe without land­ 
ing in Rome but you can't fly 
across the North Pacific with­ 
out landing In - Tokyo/* 
• 
It was agreed that J ap ane se- 
American talks would be held to 
adjust this problem. 
IX The Japanese flatly refused 
to curtail their trade with Red 
China. In fact, they are pushing 
it. 
E. 
Japan will support 
the 
United States in its policy to­ 
ward Nationalist China and is 
quite proud of its relations with 
Formosa, a former Japanese 
colony. 
F. 
Japan will continue 
its 
friendly relations with Korea 
and endeavor to improve them. 
Hie United States officially is 
not having anything to do with 
this, though on the Q. T. It 
has been helping both the Japan­ 
ese and the Koreans to forget 
their old bitterness. 
Next to the hassle over aii> 
landing privileges, the biggest 
hassle was over fish. This is a 
relatively minor industry total­ 
ing only about eight to ten mil­ 
lion dollars a year. The fishing 
problem is still unsolved. 
At one point, President John­ 
son remarked to Sen. Warren 
Magnuson, D-Wash., chairman 
of the Senate Commerce Com­ 
mittee: "I better not invite you 
to the White House for lunch 
with the Japanese. You'll get 
into an argument over fish." 
Magnuson was invited to lunch, 
but did not get into an argu­ 
ment. At one point, the Japan­ 
ese minister of transport re­ 
marked to him; "Fishing very 
good this year. Next year not 
so good.” 
He referred to the fact the 
salmon catch was estimated at 
25 million pounds this year 
but went up to 38 million in­ 
stead. 
—U. S.-J AP ANESE TRADE— 
The Japanese cabinet 
mem­ 
bers 
complained vigorously 
about growing American trade 
restrictions. American cabinet 
members countered that 28 per 
cent of all Japanese exports 
came to the United States, which 
is far greater than the z.6 per 
cent of Japanese exports to Red 
China. 
4t one point, Japanese de­ 
mands became so vigorous that 
Secretary Rusk gave this re­ 
minder; 
"You 
forget 
that Japanese 
prosperity is due in large part 
to the fact that you don't have 
to spend any money on your 
defenses. 
The United States 
supplies your defense." 
Hie Japanese, who devoutly 
do not want another war, have 
been afraid that the Johnson 
administration would escalate 
war in Viet Nam. They know 
this would mean 
retaliation 
against the No. I American 
base in the Northern Pacific, 
Okinawa. 
If 
Okinawa 
were 
bombed, Japan would be dragged 
into World War in. 
This was the shadow which 
hung over the conference table 
In Washington last week.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Can 
you remember anything Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk ever 
said except for that "eyeball to 
eyeball" bit about the Cuban 
missile crisis? 
Probably not. And that in it­ 
self is one of the best commen­ 
taries on how he runs his job. 
He is one of the most anony­ 
mous secretaries of state this 
country ever had. He wants it 
that way. 
Nevertheless, for a man who 
says so little memorable or con­ 
troversial, it's odd how rumors 
keep popping up that President 
Johnson, who inherited him 
from President John F. Kenne­ 
dy, is going to replace him. 
TTiere was one after Johnson 
won the presidency on his own 
in the 1964 election. Therewere 
rumors after that. There was 
one last week. There was anoth­ 
er, coming out of Congress, 
Mem day. 
This one has Johnson appoint­ 
ing Rusk UJ5. ambassador to 
the United Nations to succeed 
the late Adlai E. Stevenson, but 
if Johnson has any such thought 
he put himself in an awkward 
position to do anything about it. 
Last week, the day before 
Stevenson died, Johnson was 
asked about the rumor going 
around then that he planned to 
get rid of Rusk. The President 
told the questioner: 
"I think you do a great dam­ 
age and a great disservice to 
one of the most able and most 
competent and most dedicated 
men I have ever known, Secre­ 
tary Rusk. He sits to my right 
in the Cabinet room. He ranks 
first in Cabinet and he ranks 
first with me." 
On the foce of it that would 
seem the best piece of job in­ 
surance Rusk could get. Mon­ 
day's rumor had Secretary of 
Defense Robert S. McNamara 
succeeding Rusk if Rusk took 
Stevenson's place. 
But Johnson seems immense­ 
ly pleased with both men in the 
jobs they have. Only three 
weeks after taking office in 1963 
Johnson said of McNamara: 
This country never had an 
"abler or more dedicated sec­ 


retary of defense and I have 
known them all." At another 
time Johnson said McNamara 
"represents the very best in 
America." 
Since Rusk and McNamara 
get along, there's no apparent 
rivalry or bickering between 
them but there is a difference. 
McNamara, highly aggres­ 
sive, has antagonized some 
members of Congress, espe­ 
cially in wanting to save mon­ 
ey by shutting down government 
Installations in some congres­ 
sional districts. 
His self-assurance irks some 
people, too. He says that when 
Kennedy gave him the defense 
job he chose an "active role 
providing aggressive leader­ 
ship" and it "represents my 
own philosophy 
of 
manage­ 
ment.*' 
He is an acknowledged whiz 
on facts, figures and managing 
the whole defense set-up. It's a 
lot more difficult to make an 
appraisal of Rusk. Highly intel­ 
ligent, amazingly self-effacing, 
he almost always says the usu­ 
al. 


h i s ucst-remembered state­ 
ment came in talking about 
the head-on American-Russian 
showdown over Cuban missiles 
in 1962. Rusk said the two coun­ 
tries were "eyeball to eyeball 
and I think the other fellow 
blinked.” 
Rusk, 
unlike 
McNamara, 
avoids public clashes almost 
totally. Therefore, since he is 
obvious and usual in public, his 
great value to Johnson must 
come in his contributions behind 
closed doors. 
One thing is sure: he's calm 
and he is a master in his field of 
foreign affairs, which means 
he's an expert technician. This 
would seem to make him to or­ 
der for Johnson and Kennedy. 
Both insisted on doing the 
talking on big problems. Thus 
Rusk is a switch from his two 
most famous precedessors of 
the past 15 yea rs: Sec retaries of 
State Dean Acheson and John 
Foster Dulles. 
Both were always in hot water 
from talking.

Watch 
For Rally

NEW YORK — One of Wall 
Street's cherished traditions is 
the summer rally. And this 
year even those who scoff at 
such things are watching the 
market closely for a sign of a 
sustained rally. 
Some brokers are hoping that 
the market's recent steadying 
has made a foundation on which 
a measureable rally can be 
built. 
In their view the sharp break 
at the end of June was the cli­ 
max of the long slide from the 
stock price highs reached May 
14. These brokers term there- 
bound from that climax a tech­ 
nical reaction to overselling and 
not a dyed-in-the-wool summer 
rally. 
And they see the lazy trading 
and minor price variations of 
last week as a sign that the 
market at last may be immune 
to much of the nervousness 
which triggered the declines of 
last month and late May. 
Like many of Wall Street's 
traditions there is nothing sure 
about a summer rally. 
Sometimes it is absent or so 
minor and short an event as 
scarcely to merit that descrip­ 
tion. Sometimes it comes early 
in the summer. Usually it is tied 
to some news event that has 
little seasonal coloring. And 
sometimes the rally has been so 
late that the traditionalists have 
been hard put to defend it as a 
summer rather than an early 
fall rally. 
Often any little rebound, how­ 
ever technical and short lived, 
Is termed a summer rally just 
to get that tradition 
neatly 
sewed up and out of the way. 
This year one Is awaited with 
more than usual anticipation. 
That is because of all the uncer­ 
tainties that caused the May- 
June breaks and that still per­ 
sist. 
Viet Nam is the biggest ques­ 
tion mark. But some brokers 
say that most traders have dis­ 
counted the buildup in the war 
there. Many who sold nervously

A rally would please business 
because it would tend to bolster 
public confidence — and good 
business is built on that. The 
Johnson administration would 
be pleased as a sign that nerv­ 
ousness over the effectiveness 
of its fiscal policies had been 
overcome.

Som etim es it is absent or so 
m inor and short an event as 
scarcely to m erit that d escrip­ 
tion.

And 
som etim es the rally has been so 
la te that the traditionalists have 
been hard put to defend it as a 
sum m er rather than an early 
fall rally.

Many 
stock trad e rs have taken to the 
sidelines after lightening their 
portfolios and are waiting to see 
how the 53-month-old business 
upswing survives a sum m er 
slowdown and fares next fall. 
A rally would please business 
because it would tend to bolster 
public confidence — and good 
business is built on that. The 
Johnson adm inistration would 
be pleased as a sign that nerv­ 
ousness over the effectiveness 
of its fiscal policies had been 
overcom e.

Ulett has set up a pretty tough 
criteria 
for communities to 
meet in order to even be con­ 
sidered. First, the community 
Itself must approach the di­ 
vision expressing an interest. 
Then, civic leaders must fill 
out a lengthy questionnaire con­ 
cerning what the community has 
to offer, acceptability by the 
local residents, etc. 
In announcing the selection ol 
Albany, Dr. Ulett noted; “One 
of the paramount considerations 
for this type of clinic is a 
humanitarian understanding and 
acceptance of the problems and 
needs of the mentally handi­ 
capped. In this respect, Albany 
presented a progressive point of 
view.” 
Albany also presented the state 
with a tract of land (for free) 
and Indicated that $25,000 in 
local donations would 
be 
made available as a further 
inducement of its selection. 
The latter, officials indicate, 
didn't really play an Important 
role in Albany being chosen, it 
was merely icing on the cake. 
When queried as to whether 
other towns seeking to be named 
as sites for the other 10 clinics 
would have to follow suit, a di­ 
vision spokesman replied in the 
negative. 
Further 
prompting through 
local action in Albany came 
from a lumber dealer who of­ 
fered to furnish all building 
materials at cost. 
The benefits of being selected 
as a clinic site are many, with 
the possibility of providing 
many local jobs, with the effect 
of increasing local payrolls, 
local shopping and in general 
pulling up a small community 


by its bootstraps. 
STATE GOVERNMENT 
GROWTH REFLECTED 
BY BLUE BOOK 
The first official manual of 
the state of Missouri (com­ 
monly known as the Blue Book) 
appeared in 1878 and contained 
72 pages, which is about twice 
the number of pages found in 
the present edition's table of 
contents. 
Back then, however, the Blue 
Book was neither blue nor of­ 
ficial. It was compiled by Sec­ 
retary of State Michael K. Mc­ 
Grath but was published and 
sold as a private venture. The 
first editions even contained 
some advertising. 
Since that time, the number 
of state employes has grown 
by leaps and bounds and the 
Blue Book has kept pace. The 
1963-64 edition, containing well 
over 1,500 pages, had a print­ 
ing of 40,000 at a cost in ex­ 
cess of $4 each. Secretary of 
State James C. (Jimmy) Kirk­ 
patrick reports the latest count _ 
shows only 20 books left. 
During the last legislature, 
Kirkpatrick 
proposed publi­ 
cation of a condensed version 
(200 pages) which would cost 
less than 90 cents and would 
be made available to high school 
students studying Missouri gov­ 
ernment. The measure passed 
the House and ended up in the 
logjam of the Senate in the 
wanning days of the session. 
“ We think this (the condensed 
version) would fulfill a definite 
need 
and result 
in wider 
knowledge of state government 
among high school students,” 
Kirkpatrick commented. 
At least two other states issue 
volumes such as that proposed 
by the Secretary of State and 
these are well liked, apparently. 
Currently, each high school 


in Missouri receives one copy 
of the Blue Book as do the count­ 
less thousands of state, county, 
and city government officials. 
Under Kirkpatrick's proposal 
the condensed version would 
contain only the most impor­ 
tant items, omitting the long 
rolls of state employes 
and 
other trivia. However, there 
would be published the regular 
Blue Book for official use. 
Incidentally, Kirkpatrick has 
diligently searched the state for 
old copies of the Blue Book and 
has gathered together what is ■ 
believed to be the only complete 
set in existence. 
HE ARNES SIGNS BILL 
SETTING HOUSE SIZE 
Governor Warren E. Hearnes 
has made official the number of 
members In 
Missouri's next 
House of Representatives (168) 
but the action will be meaning­ 
less unless voters endorse the 
reapportionment 
proposals in 
the constitutional amendment 
election August 17. 
If the proposal is rejected, 
Hearnes has indicated that he 
will have little choice but to 
call the Assembly back into 
special session to dig into the 


problem anew. Hanging overall 
of this, of course, is the ap­ 
proval which also must come 
from federal courts of Mis­ 
souri's effort at complying with 
the supreme court's one-man- 
one-vote ruling.

sing an interest in a center. 
The tiny Gentry County com­ 
munity of Albany has received 
the first nod from the division 
and officials indicate they are 
hopeful 
contracts 
for 
con- 
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st ruction of the new $400,000 
facility there can be started 
by October with completion by 
next July. 
Ulett has set up a pretty tough 
criteria 
tor 
communities to 
meet In order to even be con­ 
sidered. First, the community 
itself must approach 
the di­ 
vision expressing an interest. 
Then, civic leaders must fill 
out a lengthy questionnaire con­ 
cerning what 'he community has 
to offer, acceptability by the 
local residents, etc. 
In announcing the selection ol 
Albany, Dr. Ulett noted; "One 
of the paramount considerations 
for this type of clinic is 
a 
humanitarian understanding and 
acceptance of the problems and 
needs of the mentally handi­ 
capped. In this respect, Albany 
presented a progress ive point of 
view.” 
Albany also presented the state 
with a tract of land (for free)

STATE GOVERNMENT 
GROWTH REFLECTED 
BY BLUE BOOK 
The first official manual of 
the state of Missouri (com­ 
monly known as the Blue Book) 
appeared in 1878 and contained 
72 pages, which Is about twice 
the number of pages found In 
the present edition's table of 
contents. 
Back then, however, the Blue 
Book was neither blue nor of­ 
ficial. It was compiled by Sec­ 
retary of State Michael K. Mc­ 
Grath but was published and 
sold as a private venture. The 
first editions even contained 
some advertising. 
Since that time, the number 
of state employes has grown 
by leaps and bounds and the 
Blue Book has kept pace. Hie 
1963-64 edition, containing well 
over 1,500 pages, had a print­ 
ing of 40.000 at a cost in ex­ 
cess of $4 each. Secretary of 
State Jam es C. (Jimmy) Kirk­ 
patrick reports the latest count 
shows only 20 books left. 
During the last legislature, 
Kirkpatrick 
proposed publi­ 
cation of a condensed version 
(200 pages) which would cost 
less than 90 cents and would 
be made available to high school 
students studying Missouri gov­ 
ernment. The measure passed 
the House and ended up In the 
logjam of the Senate In the 
wanning days of the session. 
' ‘We think this (the condensed 
version) would fulfill a definite 
need 
and result 
in wider 
knowledge of state government 
among high school students,” 
Kirkpatrick commented. 
At least two other states issue 
volumes such as that proposed 
by the Secretary of State and 
these are well liked, apparently. 
Currently, each high school 


in Missouri receives one copy 
of the Blue Book as do the count­ 
less thousands of state, county, 
and city government officials. 
Under Kirkpatrick's proposal 
the condensed version would 
contain only the most impor­ 
tant items, omitting the long 
rolls of state employes 
and 
other trivia. However, there 
would be published the regular 
Blue Book for official use. 
Incidentally, Kirkpatrick has 
diligently searched the state tor 
old copies of the Blue Book and 
has gathered together what is ■ 
believed to be the only complete 
set in existence. 
HE ARNES SIGNS BILL 
SETTING HOUSE SIZE 
Governor Warren E. Hearnes 
has made official the number of 
members In 
Missouri's next 
House of Representatives (168) 
but the action will be meaning­ 
less unless voters endorse the 
reapportionment 
proposals In 
the constitutional amendment 
election August 17. 
If the proposal is rejected, 
Hearnes has Indicated that he 
will have little choice but to 
call the Assembly back Into 
special session to dig Into the 


problem anew. Hanging over all 
of this, of course, Is 
the ap­ 
proval which also must come 
from federal courts of Mis­ 
souri's effort at complying with 
the supreme court's one-man- 
one-vote ruling.

1959, but Sen. Ralph W. Y ar­ 
borough, D-Tex., told report­ 
e rs Chairm an 01 in E. Teague, 
D-Tex., of the House V eterans 
Affairs Committee, has 
an­ 
nounced 
plans 
to hold early 
hearings on the new bill. 
Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike Mansfield 
indicated 
he 
expects favorable House action 
this year, when thousands are 
serving in Viet Nam. 
Mansfield supported the bill, 
although the Budget Bureau, 
Defense Department and Veter­ 
ans Administration opposed it. 
Sen. John G. Tower, R -Tex., 
voted for the m easure on final 
passage, expressing hope that 
the House will convert it “ into 
the Viet Nam GI Bill we so bad­ 
ly need.” 
He had participated in efforts 
to re stric t the benefits to men 
who served in areas of hostili­ 
ties. An amendment along these 
lines, offered by Sen. Leverett 
Saltonstll of M assachusetts and 
other Republicans, 
lost, 52 
to 36. 
The bill covers all veterans 
serving from Jan. 31, 1965 - 
the 
declared term ination date 
for establishing eligibility un­ 
der the previous Korean GIBill 
— to July 1, 1967, the term ina­ 
tion date of the compulsory draft 
law recently extended by Con­ 
g ress. 
Eligibility for education 
al­ 
lowances, $110 a month 
for 
bachelors, $135 for veterans 
with one dependent and $160 a 
month for veterans with m ore 
than one dependent, would be 
conditioned on more than 180 
days of active duty o r discharge 
for service - connected dis­ 
ability. 
Hie sam e eligibility 
would 
apply for applicants for loans 
and guarantees for the purchase 
of homes and livestock. If 
a 
servicem an dies from service- 
connected disabilities, his wid­ 
ow could apply fbr such loans 
and guarantees.

ed u cation allowance 
would provide 1 1/2 days of

D irksen told 
rep o rters. 
He 
would not indicate how he would 
overcom e a com mittee setback. 
But he is at liberty any tim e to 
move to substitute the proposal 
for any m easure now on the 
Senate calendar.

speculate 
w hether a threatened filibuster 
by liberal opponents of the rea p ­ 
portionm ent proposal would de­ 
lay the Labor Day adjournm ent 
of Congress he and Senate Dem­ 
ocratic Leader Mike Mansfield 
a re seeking. 
Dirksen and M ansfield expect 
to take up that m atter at a 
m eeting Thursday or Friday 
with Johnson.

Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N. Y., 
apparently destroyed Dirk sen's 
chances for a favorable com ­ 
m ittee vote on the Illinois sena­ 
to r's proposed reapportionm ent 
am endm ent when he offered a 
revised version of it. 
Jav its announced that if his 
substitute is rejected, he will 
vote against D irksen's version 
In com m ittee. 
Both the Dirksen and Javits 
proposals would perm it the vot­ 
e rs of each state to decide 
whether they want one house of 
th e ir legislature apportioned on 
other than the population basis 
ordered by the Supreme Courts 
in its one-m an, one-vote deci­ 
sion.

keep the court in control of all 
reapportionm ent actions by r e ­ 
quiring that any plan m ust take 
population into account as one 
of Its factors and m ust bear “ a 
reasonable relationship to the 
needs of the state.”

R aises R uckus 


NEW YORK (AP) — The war 
on poverty is unleashing som e 
combat in the ranks. 
Although the over-all drive is 
rolling ahead, with its opera­ 
tions fast expanding, clashes 
have erupted behind the main 
battle front in several com m uni­ 
ties. 
Official and unofficial secto rs 
often have locked in struggles 
for control. P artisan politics

many cities, yielding a grow­ 
ing network of projects for the 
poor. 
“ This is a brand-new pro­ 
gram and some m istakes a re in­ 
evitable,” says congressm an 
John B radem as, D-Ind., a mem­ 
ber of the House Com m ittee on 
Education and Labor. 
In Chicago, New York, Los 
A ngeles, Cleveland, Omaha and 
Albany 
and Syracuse, 
N.Y., 
sharp controversies have em­ 
broiled the program . 
To varying degrees, tension 
also has arisen in D etroit, Bal­ 
tim ore, New Jersey, 
A 1 a- 
bam a, the San Francisco Bay 
area and elsew here. 
“ This was a crash program 
and it certainly has crash ed ,” 
said Youth Corps D irector How­ 
ard Henson in Yavapai County, 
A riz., after the County B oard of 
S upervisors voted to term inate 
the program this fall. 
Too com plicated, they said, 
and time-consum ing. 
M ostly, however, the m ulti­ 
phased undertakings, offering 
federal poverty-fighting funds in 
m unicipalities acro ss the na­ 
tion, took on widening scope and 
form , despite the outbreaks of 
internal strife. 
Often, these involved power 
struggles between the dominant 
political establishm ents and lo­ 
cal community groups. 
A complex dispute in L os An­ 
geles over who would adm inis­ 
te r governm ent funds blocked a 
planned 
sum m er project for 
underprivileged teen-agers. 
The issue also flared around 
"com m unity action” organiza­ 
tions, set up in poor neighbor­ 
hoods under the program , to 
m obilize residents to p re ss for 
better conditions. 
Som etim es, this involved fed­ 
erally 
financed 
community 
groups making protests to City 
Hall, raising the ire of local of­ 
ficialdom . 
Under the program , private 
as well a s public agencies, or 
both in combination, a re eli­ 
gible to set up aided projects 
if they meet the requirem ents. 
The law requires “ maximum 
feasible participation” of the 
poor them selves. 
Among 
the various opera­ 
tions: "Jo b C orps,” setting up 
cam ps and centers for work and 
job 
training; 
“ Neighborhood 
Youth C orps,” providing p art- 
tim e jobs to keep kids in school; 
“ Head 
S tart,” bringing p re­ 
school children up to standard 
to 
sta rt 
school; 
"V ista ,” 
recruiting low-paid volunteers 
to serv e in im poverished sec­ 
tions. 
The federal government puts 
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up 90 per cent of costs. 
B esides 
the 
tug-of-wars 
over control, there also have 
been o u tcries that sa larie s paid 
were too high, and sn arls over 
prelim inary preparations and 
proposals which have delayed 
federal approval. 
"W e force every community 
to unite for action against pov­ 
erty . O therw ise, they don't qual­ 
ify 
for 
federal help,” says 
Holmes Brown, public affairs 
director for the Office of Eco­ 
nomic Opportunity. "C onflict is 
inevitable.” 
The 
"com m unity 
action” 
units — intended to open chan­ 
nels for the poor to join in at­ 
tacking th e ir own problem s — 
have caused the most ferm ent. 
A ssailing such an operation in 
Syracuse, N.Y., City Housing 
D irector W illiam L. M cGarry 
called it " c la s s struggle in the 
traditional Karl Marx sty le.” 
And Republican Mayor W illiam 
F. Walsh charged: 
" It trie s to pit the Roor 
against everyone else in the 
com m unity.” 
However, officials of Syra­ 
cuse U niversity, 
which spon­ 
so rs that program with a $314,- 
000 grant said the charges w ere 
false. Program D irector W ar­ 
ren C. Haggstrom term ed them 
" a sm okescreen” to hide ten­ 
ant grievances. 
Ben Zim m erm an, directo r of 
Syracuse's C rusade for Oppor­ 
tunity, the city 's agency coordi­ 
nating the bulk of its antipover­ 
ty work through a $3.5-million 
grant, says: 
"T he w orst thing that could 
happen is for a fight to develop 
over who 'ow ns' the poor.”

Povoverty War 
R aises R uckus 


NEW YORK (AP) — Tilt* war 
on poverty is unleashing some 
roml>at in the ranks. 
Although the o v e ra ll d riv els 
rolling ahead, with its opera­ 
tions tost expanding, clashes 
have erupted behind the main 
ta ttle front in several communi­ 
ties. 
Official and unofficial sectors 
often have locked in struggles 
for control. Partisan politics 
have added to the 
Jousting. 
A cross-country 
Associated 
P ress check 
indicated, 
how­ 
ever, that the vast, diversified 
program generally has moved 
off to an industrious sta rt in 
man;, cities, yielding a grow­ 
ing network of projects for the 
poor. 
“ This is a brand-new pro­ 
gram and some m istakes a re in­ 
evitable,” says congressm an 
John Bradem as, D-Ind., a mem­ 
ber of the House Com mittee on 
Education and Labor. 
ii Chicago, New York, Los 
Angeles, Cleveland, Omaha and 
Albany 
and Syracuse, 
N.Y., 
sharp controversies have em­ 
broiled the program . 
To varying degrees, tension 
also has arisen in D etroit, Bal­ 
tim ore, New Jersey, 
A l a . 
bama, the San Francisco Bay 
area and elsew here. 
“ This was a crash program 
and it certainly has crashed/* 
said Youth Corps D irector How­ 
ard Henson in Yavapai County, 
A riz., after the County Board of 
Supervisors voted to term inate 
the program this toll. 
Too com plicated, they said, 
and time-consuming. 
Mostly, however, the m ulti­ 
phased undertakings, offering 
federal poverty-fighting funds in 
m unicipalities acro ss the na­ 
tion, took on widening scope and 
form , despite the outbreaks of 
internal strife. 
Often, these involved power 
struggles between the dominant 
political establishm ents and lo­ 
cal community groups. 
A complex dispute in Los An­ 
geles over who would adm inis­ 
te r government funds blocked a 
planned 
sum m er project for 
underprivileged te e n a g e rs. 
The issue also flared around 
“ community action” organiza­ 
tions, set up in poor neighbor­ 
hoods under the program , to 
mobilize residents to p re ss for 
better conditions. 
Sometimes, this involved fed­ 
erally 
financed 
community 
groups making protests to City 
Hall, raising the ire of local of­ 
ficialdom . 
Under the program , private 
a s well as public agencies, or 
both in combination, a re eli­ 
gible to set up aided projects 
if they meet the requirem ents. 
The law requires “ maximum 
feasible participation” of the 
poor them selves. 
Among 
tlte various opera­ 
tions: “ Job C orps/* setting up 
cam ps and centers for work and 
job 
training; 
“ Neighborhood 
Youth C orps/* providing p art­ 
tim e jobs to keep kids in school; 
“ Head 
Start,*' bringing pre­ 
school children up to standard 
to 
start 
school; 
“ Vista,*' 
recruiting low-paid volunteers 
to serve in im poverished sec­ 
tions. 
The federal government puts 
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up 90 per cent of costs. 
Besides 
the 
tug-of-wars 
over control, there also have 
been outcries that sa larie s paid 
were too high, and sn arls over 
prelim inary preparations and 
proposals which have delayed 
federal approval. 
“ We force every community 
to unite for action against pov­ 
erty. Otherwise, they don't qual­ 
ify 
for 
federal help/* says 
Holmes Brown, public afto irs 
director for the Office of Eco­ 
nomic Opportunity. “ Conflict is 
inevitable.** 
The 
“ community 
action** 
units — intended to open chan­ 
nels for the poor to Join in at­ 
tacking their own problem s — 
have caused the most ferm ent. 
Assailing such an operation in 
Syracuse, N.Y., City Housing 
D irector William L . M cGarry 
called it “ class struggle in the 
traditional Karl Marx s ty le /’ 
And Republican Mayor W illiam 
F . Walsh charged: 
“ It trie s to pit the Roor 
against everyone else in the 
community.” 
However, officials of Syra­ 
cuse University, 
which spon­ 
so rs that program with a $314,- 
000 grant said the charges w ere 
false. Program D irector W ar­ 
ren C. Haggstrom term ed them 
“ a smokescreen** to hide ten­ 
ant grievances. 
Ben Zimm erman, d irecto r of 
Syracuse’s Crusade for Oppor­ 
tunity, the city's agency coordi­ 
nating the bulk of its antipover­ 
ty work through a $3.5-million 
grant, says: 
“ The worst thing that could 
happen is for a fight to develop 
over who ‘owns* the poor.**

New Madrid County young peo­ 
ple are employed In Youth Corp* 
program school and civic pro­ 
jects, according to Bob Pul- 
* liam, supervisor - counsellor 
under the federal program to 
aid high school age youths dur­ 
ing the summer. 
Pulliam gave a breakdown of 
projects being undertaken by 
the Youth Corps personnel in 
several towns in the county. 
Portageville has its workers 
building a cement parking lot 
and sidewalks for their whole 
school. They 
will use 
ap­ 
proximately 1,700 sacks of ce­ 
ment during this ten week proj­ 
ect. They have three 
su­ 
pervisors 
and 
52 
enrollees 
working at this time. 
Risco does not have a project 
at its school, but they have em ­ 
ployed six boys to work on the 
highway. 
Howardville has 20 
boys 
working at their school and 
various other places in the 
city. Approximately 
12 boys 
are working in the city dig­ 
ging drainage ditches and do­ 
ing other city maintenance while 
the remaining eight are working 
at the school. The work at the 
s chool consists of such things as 
sanding 
desks 
and painting 
rooms. They have already built 
a new baseball diamond and they 
hope to begin a quarter mile 
track in the near future. 
At Lilbourn they have 
im ­ 
proved their baseball diamond, 
cut trees, and done general 
maintenance work at the school. 
The work at the school included 
sanding most of the desks and 
tables and painting rooms. L il­ 
bourn also has 
several boys 
working 
on city 
parks 
and 
streets. 
New Madrid employs 
56 
Youth Corp 
workers. 
The 
J iris, under the supervision of 
Mrs. 
Dyke, are taking each 
school building and doing gen­ 
eral 
maintenance 
such as 
cleaning and painting 
most 
of the rooms and varnishing 


tables, chairs, and desks. They 
have already completed work 
at the New Madrid High School 
and Junior High. Soon they will 
have completed the New Madrid 
Grade School building, 
then 
they plan to begin work on the 
O'Barnum School. 
The boys, under Boon's su­ 
pervision, have built a base­ 
ball diamond at the New Mad­ 
rid High School and 
are 
building a track there. They 
have also done general main­ 
tenance work at the 0*Ban-' 
non School. 
New Madrid has 
two lawn mowers that are con­ 
stantly 
in use 
mowing the 
grounds of the schools and oth­ 
er public 
property. 
General 
maintenance 
work has been 
done at the city park and ex­ 
tensive work has been done to 
the Little League baseball field, 
including rebuilding the bleach­ 
ers and painting all the areas 
around the fence that encloses 
it. 
New Madrid also has around 
ten boys working for the street 
department and five are em­ 
ployed by the Light and Power 
company. A few other students 
are working in state offices in 
New Madrid doing secretarial 
work. 
At Morehouse there are ap­ 
proximately 55 students 
em ­ 
ployed. These students 
have 
painted and reworked nearly 
all of the Morehouse public 
schools. Several of their stu­ 
dents have been assigned to 
do general maintenance work, 
painting and washing, at the 
city hall. After this they will 
build a park recreation build­ 
ing and complete a baseball 
diamond. Several other stu­ 
dents are employed by the city 
iepartment of Morehouse.
